Rejection of Claims 1 to 13 Under Section 112 



Claims 1 to 15 have been rejected hnder 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph* The Examiner 
alleges in this rejection that the specificati ^n does not enable one skilled in the art to make an 
invention tliat is commensurate in scope ^ith what is recited in the claims. Specifically, the 
Examiner alleges that the specification doiss not enable a composition recited in the claims that 
lacks; (1) water; (2) amine curative ag snt; (3) an^ epoxy resin; (4) any metallic catalyst; (5) 
any silicone intemiediate; and (6) air^ ela ^tomer resinous intermediate. 

With respect to independent claim 1 , this claim has been amended to include water. As 
amended, independent claim 1 recites a composition comprising: (1) water; (2) an amine curative 
agent; (3) an epoxy resin; (4) an alkoxy oi * silanol-functional siUcone intermediate; and (5) an 
elastomeric resinous intermediate. Accordingly, Applicants submit that amended independent 
claim 1 recites all of the ingredients allege d by the Examiner to not exist, with the exception of 
the metallic catalyst. Applicants submit tliat the specification amply supports the fact that the 
metallic catalyst is an optional ingredient ( see paragraphs 0006, last sentence; paragraph 15; and 
paragraphs 0055 to 00570), and for this reison is not a mandatory ingredient that must appear in 
independent claim 1 . For these reasons, Applicants submit that the composition as recited in
